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ABSTRACT 

Apparatus, systems, and methods are provided for measuring 
the power of acoustic energy transmitted by an ultrasound 
transducer. The apparatus includes a container including a 

5 liquid therein, and a buoyant body floating at a first level in 
the liquid. When acoustic energy is transmitted by the
